“My Dad and Mom had just broke up. My Mom was 
working really hard. We were by ourselves a lot,” said 
Melissa, who has one sister. 


“THERE’S A LOT of kids in the world who have parents 
who work or something. They need people to spend time 
with. It gets lonely.” : 


That’s when the Big Sister Program was organized in San 
Diego in 1977. The organization brings together young 
girls between the ages of six and 15 with women who are 
willing to commit themselves to the girls for at least a year. 


Big sisters are asked to set aside a minimum of three 
hours each week to be with their youngest companions. 
The program encourages participation in simple and 
inexpensive activities such as walks on the beach, an 
afternoon of baking cookies or just sitting and talking with 
each other. 


Melissa and Kitty were paired off six weeks ago after a 
series of interviews. 


Besides her job and police work, Kitty also teaches CCD 
at St. Rita’s on Tuesday nights and attends Mass at the 
Benedictine Convent of Perpetual Adoration, San Diego. 
She has managed to juggle her schedule to spend time 
with her “little sister.” ie 


“| JUST WANTED to get involved because | feel that | 
have a lot to give. The relationship sounded intriguing.” 


The Big Sister Program provided the 25-year-old woman 
with the opportunity to switch roles. Kitty had plenty of 
experience as a little sister when she was growing up. She 
was the youngest of three girls. Her sisters are now married 
and living out of state. 


“Even now I'll be sitting at-home and I'll think, ‘Gosh, | 
wish my sisters were here to talk to.’” 


TALKING HAS become the favorite pastime of Kitty and 
her “little sister” as well. A long walk at the Cove in La Jolla 
and a short stop at a nearby restaurant for a hot apple cider 
in front of a fireplace is becoming.a regular activity for the 
two. : 


A counterpart to the Big Sister Program, though not 
affiliated with it, is the Big Brothers of San Diego County, 
founded in 1961 —though the national organization dates 
back to 1903. Rise: 


Jim Joyal, an ensign in the Navy for which:he serves as 
an occupational therapist, is a “big brother” to 11-year-old 
Steve Brase, a parishioner of St. Columba, Serra Mesa. 

Jim, 23, attends Mass at Our Lady of Refuge Church in 
Pacific Beach.

THE BIG BROTHER program matches boys like Steve, 7- 
13 years old who usually have no consistent significant 
male figure in their lives, with men over 21 who have 
common interests and live in the same general area.

Surely those Christians who have been watching 
“Jesus of Nazareth” episodes on television this past 
week have felt a great surge of emotion during the 
scenes and have felt uplifted and inspired after the 
episodes. 


Through the art of drama and the media of theater 
and film, we can be transported back to historical 
events such as the life of Christ, especially when the 
shows are as credible.as “Jesus of Nazareth.” 


But the Christ event was a much greater spiritual 
than historical event. Thus, as good as any dramaon 
the life of Christ is, it is still only an art form, an 
interpretation of the event and a commercial 
venture. It is not symbolic—a reality greater than 
itself. 


Jesus left us the Mass as a memorial —as a way of 
making present to every generation His saving 
passion, death and resurrection. This is symbolism 
at its best. It is sacramental —a grace encounter. 

Afterwards one may not feel ecstatic, but the 
Lord’s promise is that He is present in His Word and 
in the Eucharist. ‘ 

A movie like “Jesus of Nazareth” could help 
prepare us for a sacramental encounter.

‘Jesus’ movie inspiring, but what about liturgy? 


Through the liturgical life of the Church we not 
only participate in the life of Christ, but we receive of 
that Life through the sacraments, especially 
Eucharist. 


Pope John Paul || wrote in his Holy Thursday letter 
to the world’s bishops: “The Church not only acts but 
also expresses herself in the liturgy, lives by the 
liturgy and draws from the liturgy the strength of her 
life.”

We are subject to 
human frivolities such as anger, 
spitefulness, selfishness, etc. 


When a person whom we profess to love

dearly becomes ill and dies, we are 
saddened and become very mournful. 
Some loved ones will cry and express 
bitterness. This is because of that 
frivolity —selfishness. This human 
emotion blinds us. We fail to see our 
purpose in life and fail to understand 
death. We fail to appreciate the beauty of 
ine message the Lord gave us—eternal 
life. 


WE SHOULD BE SO busy living and 
doing God's work, we should not have the 
time to stop somewhere in that life and 
plan for a “dignified” death. | believe, 
although we may choose our paths, our 
lives are predestined; and however we live 
and die shall be God’s will. 


The last five-plus years, | have been 
living a different lifestyle. | do not know if it 
is a “more or less normal life,” but the fact 
is, | am alive, living and enjoying so many 
things | hardly took notice of before. 


My kidneys failed late in 1974. | sit with 
a kidney machine (dialysis) four to five 
hours a day every Monday, Wednesday, 
and Friday. Although | am not a vegetable, 
there is pain, anguish, and frustration. 
What did His Son suffer at Calvary? What 
did we learn from His suffering? 


1 SUPPOSE | COULD turn off my 
machine and “end it all,” but wouldn't it be 


taking the easy, selfish way out? What — 
about those who care—those with whom .- 


you have shared so much—they mean 
nothing? | 

God gave us a mind, an intelligence and 
a will. By developing these gifts, we greatly 
improve our ability to help and serve our 
fellow human. In this way, we are serving 
God because we are doing His work 
according to His will. 

Was developing that machine a sin? Or 
was developing that machine made 
possible by God through his gift to man? 


Although at times it is difficult, | do believe 
it to be an act of love and charity. My 
fellowman twice has considered me all but 
dead. Once they told my wife | wouldn’t 
last four days. | was considered a miracle 
patient. The next time was close. Another 
three or four minutes and | would have 
been dead. God's will prevailed! 


HERE | FIND IT appropriate to repeat a _ 


passage which Earl Holden quoted from 
the Bible. “In the letter to the Romans, 
Paul said that none of us livés as his own 
master and none of us dies as his own 
master. While we live, we are responsible 
to the Lord, and when we die, we die as his 
servants.” 


Be it God’s will, my fellow humans are 
keeping me alive and doing their best to 
improve my lot in life.

Churches pass burden of caring for poor to govt. 


The front page article of the March 20 
SC (“Carter inflation plans worry religious 
groups”) suggests that fiscal responsibil- 
ity is not in vogue with today’s Catholic 
theologians. There seems to be a surfeit of 
liberals who appear to be ignorant of both 
history and economics. 


Specifically, they seem to be 
uncognizant of the fact that inflation is 
particularly hard on the poor, and that 
government giveaway programs are an all 
too successful vote-buying scheme 
devoid of charity. — 


At the present time, 77 percent of the 
federal budget is being distributed to 53 
percent of the U.S. population. This is 
being accomplished by using printing- 
press money to fund large deficits, thus 
fueling inflation. Mr. Carter’s two percent 
budget cut is too little and too late. 


Social justice does require that the poor 
be provided for. The government does 
have a role to play at a reasonable level; 
but’ reason seemed to have died when 
LBJ’s “Great Society” was born in the mid- 
60's. ; 

A major share of the burden of care for 
the poor should be born by the churches. 
The Salvation Army and the Mormons 
seem to do this quite well. Most churches 
have abrogated their responsibility to the 
federal government.

When Jesus offered us the gift of his 
Resurrection (and the promise of our own) 
he provided his followers with an insight 
that should be a tremendous help in 
overcoming discouragement and despair.

| REMEMBER your column “Pastor Or 
Tyrant?” and | was surprised to read that “a 
good many laity and pastors alike were 
offended by my criticism of the pastor.” 
That entirely surprised me because | hear 
a lot of criticisms of priests that aren’t at all 
worthwhile compared to the criticism you 
ran into. | think that if this criticism is. 
completely true-and can be substantiated 
then something should definitely be done 
and now is not too late. 


On the other hand, I’m going to tell you 
about something else that you did not ask 
for. As a priest, | hear tons of criticisms of 
other priests. And, while some of the 
criticism is worthy of mention, much of it 
is not. I. cannot, for exampTe, listen 
seriously to a person who criticizes a 
pastor because of the color of the altar boy 
cassocks he chose; | can’t even make 
myself care if they wear cassocks at all.

WHEN WILL 
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the control of the identifiable leaders of 
superpowers —all these worries, along 
with an anxiety over the breakdown of 
family, government, church, give us a 
sense that we dre sliding into an 
unpredictable chaos.

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Last week a neighbor called to ask ifshe 
could come and take a shower at our 
house. She was in: the last weeks of 
pregnancy and seemed to be going into 
labor: Her doctor suggested a hot shower, 
but the little trailer in which she lived with 
her husband and two small boys, had been 
without water since the recent floods.

Allthe complex arrangements had been 
completed. The trailer scoured from end 
to end so that it was spotless. The longtrip 
from our little mountain community to the 
city planned and waiting. 


THEIR “EASTER GIFT” would be a little 
early, apparently, but even if it had 
occurred months before or later, it would 
still be an Easter gift, for it is the gift of new 
life. 

And we found ourselves slowing a little 
in the running routine of our lives, pausing

Q and A 


Q: What is the Church’s stand on the 
draft and on war? 


A: A recent “Bishops’ Statement on the 
Draft’ makes the following points: In 
principle, there is no objection to the idea 
of registering citizens with a view to a 
possible draft, but the bishops oppose 
both the registration and the drafting of 
women, while noting that there is “no good 
reason to change the past practice of 
making military service an option for 
women.” They are not in favor of universal 
national service and do not believe that 
the government has the right to require 
schools to make their records public (in 
order to find evaders). ; 


The bishops are opposed to having 
military conscription except in the case of 
a national emergency; they would support 
the draft only if the President were to 
obtain authorization from Congress. 
Finally, they believe that the consciences 
of those people should be respected who 
are opposed to a particular war or to all 
war. 


In all of this there is agreement with 
Vatican II's Constitution on the Church in 
the Modern World which states: “As long 
as the danger of war remains and there is 
no competent and sufficiently powerful 


Easter Sunday; April 6, 1980. Acts of the 
Apostles 10:34, 37-43; Colossians 3:1-4; 
John 20:1-9. 


He is risen! Every line of the New 
Testament was written in the light of that 
conviction. Every statement is suffused 
with the belief that Jesus is the risen Lord. 


In some few of the writings this belief 
may not seem too clearly present. For 
example, the letter of James, it is said, 
could almost have been written by a pious 
Jew. But, “almost!” For, in the midst of his 
ethical exhortations he exclaims, “My 
brothers, your ‘faith in our glorious Lord 
Jesus Christ (ust not allow of favoritism” 
(2:1). Only a committed Christian could 
have written that. It betrays a morality 
founded on the resurrection. 


AS WE MIGHT expect on this 
resurrection feast itself, the three 
readings are most explicit in affirming this 
belief. The passage from Acts is 
beautifully illustrative. Peter's address is 
probably typical of the early Christian 
kerygma, or preaching form. Other.

WE NEED THEIR HOPE when things look 
bleak and the future chilling. Babies, 
puppies, kittens, flower buds, tree shoots, 
restored vigor, revived resolutions, 
reactivated commitments, fresh deci- 
sions for love and forgiveness, are all part 
of the great movement of renewal that not 
ae wars and death and destruction can 

alt. 


There are people who can look on newly 
born creatures—in particular, those of 
their own-species—with revulsion and 
denial, but life can only be threatening to 
those who carry death and the fear of it in 
their hearts. Most of us are touched and 
changed, made more compassionate, 
more sensitive, more protective and, 
perhaps, even humbled by the coming of 
new life. 


And so we should be, because we are 


authority at the international level, 
governments cannot be denied the right to 
legitimate defense once every means of 
peaceful solution has been exhausted.” 


Q: Where does it say in the Bible there is 
a Purgatory? 


A: It doesn't. In fact, it may be said that 
nowhere in either the Old or New 
Testaments is there any explicit doctrine 
of purgatory. But there are several texts 
that would support such a teaching: In II 
Maccabees we read that “If he did this with 
a view to the splendid reward that awaits 
those who had gone to rest in godliness, it 
was a holy and pious thought. Thus he 
made atonement for the dead that they 
might be freed from this sin” (12:45-46). 
Incidentally, the two books of Maccabees 


are deuterocanonical books and are not . 


accepted by Protestants as being the 
revealed word of God. 


The second supportive text is from 
first letter to the Corinthians: “...the work 
of each will be made clear....fire will test 
the quality of each man’s work... ifa man’s 
building burns, he will suffer loss. He 
himself will be saved, but only as one 
fleeing through fire” (3:13-15). 

These two texts were employed to 
strengthen the already existing practice of 


apostolic sermons in Acts are very similar 
in content (v.g., 2:22-24; 3:12-15). 

The address is really a summary of 
Jesus’ total experience, beginning with the 
baptism of John. Added are Jesus’ own life 
of good works and healing, His inglorious 
death “on a tree,” and His resurrection “on 
the third day.” You can be sure that, if that 
final entry could not have been made, 
none of the rest would have been worth 
recounting. 


This is not to say, by any means, that 
those other events of Jesus’ earthly life 
have no meaning, or that they are merely 
introductory to the resurrection. But it is to 
say that these events have an added and 
even a transformed meaning in the light of 
the resurrection. “Jesus risen” does 
something to crucifixion. 


THE GOSPEL READING on the empty 
tomb says nothing explicit about the 
resurrection until the final verse. Still, that 
event looms large in the background, so 
large that it isn’t even mentioned as an 
object of belief. All we read is, “the other 
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people bound to an Easter way of life and 
renewal, constant and endless renewal, 
must be our life-style. Naturally, then, 
newness will always have a deep, 
transforming effect on us. Not novelty, not 
change for the sake of change, but the 
kind of newness that is life-affirming and 
life-producing. 

THERE IS A GREAT deal of difference 
between people who are always searching 
for change and those who respond to the 
many forms of rebirth and resurrection of 
life; just as there is a difference between 
‘facing life with a sense of urgency and 
viewing it with anxiety. People who are 
oriented to life and birth are confident and 
capable of trust and self-risk. They are 
lovers and doers and hopers! 


Sometimes we are a little too cautious, 
too fearful, about admitting new life into 
our homes and hearts. Everything must be 
just right; timing must. be the best; 
facilities as good as possible. We worry 
about how to.nourish and sustain it. And 
there is nothing wrong in that. 


But it is very moving to watch a young 
family—living in a trailer, perhaps, 
without water or electricity — prepare to 


the early church’s universal custom of 
offering prayers, alms and the Mass on the 
behalf of the departed. Thisis witnessed to 
by such Fathers of the Church as 
Tertullian, Origen, Ephraem, Cyprian, 
Ambrose, Augustine, Basil, John 
Chrysostom and Pope Gregory the Great. 


It is specifically from Augustine that'we 
have the notion of “a place to which those 
not yet purified must go to be purified bya 

_cleansing fire in order to expiate for the 
temporal punishment due to forgiven 
mortal sins and for venial sins not 
explicitly forgiven.” 


George Maloney summarizes the 
historical development in this way: “...the 
early Fathers in the East and West do not 
strive to prove the existence of an 
intermediate state of purification but they 
take it for granted because of the 
widespread practice of prayers and the 
liturgy offered in order to help the 
departed. The Councils of the Church, 
especially the reunion Councils of Lyons I! 
(1274) and of Florence (1439), that 
unsuccessfully’ aimed at uniting the 
Western Catholic and the Eastern 
Orthodox Churches, unanimously agreed 
that there is a state of purgatory and that 
the prayers of the faithful on earth can 
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Sharing in Christ's resurrection 


disciple...saw and believed.” He saw the 
empty tomb, but he believed in the risen 
Lord. The evangelist knows that no one 
would interpret the disciple as believing in 
the empty tomb! 


The resurrection event is stupendous in 
itself. This has happened to no other 
person in the history of the human race. 
What is said of Enoch (Genesis 5:24) and 
of Elijah (2 Kings 2:11) in the Old 
Testament and of Mary in the Church’s 
tradition is not the same as Jesus’ 
resurrection. That is clearly unique. 


An important aspect of that uniqueness 
is what Jesus’ resurrection means for us. 
When He was raised from the dead, our 
lives were affected. We ourselves were 
transformed in anticipation. In other 
words, His resurrection is an on-going, 
dynamic reality that changes those who 
attach themselves to Him in faith. 

ISN’T THAT WHAT Paul means when he 
writes, “...you have been raised up in 
company with Christ... Your life is hidden 
now with Christ in God"? Paul is surely 


welcome a new baby with open delight and 
thankfulness, knowing that their love and 
acceptance will make nothing of the 
difficulties of their circumstances. That is 
how it ought to be at Eastertime with the 
Easter gift. 


THINGS MAY BE HARD. Life has ifs 
problems. But Easter is a reminder of the 
words Christ spoke to us so long ago. Do 
not be afraid. Have faith. Behold, | make 
all things new. 


It is Easter and spring! All over our 
hemisphere the earth is putting forth new 
signs of stubborn, resilient, indestructible 
life. In our careless exploitation of fertile 
land we may turn valleys into deserts, but 
flowers will still bloom there and creatures 
survive. We may slaughter millions in wars 
and persecutions, but babies go on being 
born, populations climb and poppies grow 
in battlefields! 


Life will not be beaten. One way or 
another it is forever, and so we might as 
well join it. Especially this Easter, we might 
as well join ourselves to Christ's 
Resurrection and make his triumphant life 
our own. Have a happy Easter, renewed 
and. re-affirmed Christians!

He was one of three American bishops 
who witnessed the panic which killed 


‘some 40 persons at the funeral Mass for 


Archbishop Oscar Romero outside the San 
Salvador cathedral on Palm Sunday. 


BISHOP CONNARE said at a press 
conference in Greensburg April 1 that he 
cannot erase the memory of those “who 
joined the archbishop in death at his 
funeral.” Many of the victims were 
crushed when a large throng stampeded 
after bombs exploded and gunshots were 
fired. 


“lam ti to God, grateful to be back 
in San Francisco and grateful to be alive,” 
said Archbishop John Quinn, president of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, at a San Francisco press 
conference March 31. 


ARCHBISHOP QUINN and Bishop 
Connare, along with Bishop James Hickey 
of Cleveland, were representatives of the 
American church at the Mass. Archbishop 


Quinn said “to experience the repression 
in El Salvador first hand gives one a new 
feeling of what people are suffering as part 
of their daily fare.” 


He and Bishop Connare gave frighten- 
ing accounts of. the violence which 
interrupted the funeral of slain 
Archbishop Romero, of being swept into 
the cathedral in the press of the crowd and 


’ actually fearing for their lives. 


“FOR THE MOST part they were 
trampled in the crowd,” Bishop Connare 
said of the Salvadoreans killed. “I will 
never forget that crowd with whom we 
shared the sanctuary of the cathedral. We 
could come home to the freedom of 
America. They must live daily the struggle 
for the better living conditions which: all 
people deserve everywhere.” 


He and Archbishop Quinn said the 
police and army were not in evidence. 
“Suddenly the bombs and gunshots 
halted the homily and the Mass. In terror 
the crowd scattered, or jammed the 
cathedral. | remember wondering 
between prayers whether our hour had 
come.”

March 27 by announcing the 
appointment of Archbishop Myroslav 
Lubachivsky of Philadelphia‘as coadjutor 
archbishop of Lvov in the Ukraine (Soviet 
Union). - 

The appointment means that the 
scholarly Ukrainian-born American will 
eventually succeed exiled Cardinal Josip 


Slipyi of Lvov as spiritual leader of an

Catholics around the world.

SAN DIEGO —Father Patrick Cahill, CSV, athletic 
director for the University of San Diego, sees sports 
“as a way of being able to reach youth, as a means of.

A priest of the Clerics of St. Viator community, 
Father Cahill became USD athletic director last 


August after 17 years of experience as a coach and 


athletic coordinator, primarily at the high school 
level. é 


“VE FOUND that whether it was high school or 
university work, the fact that youth are interested in 
athletics becomes an avenue for us to really get to 
know.one another,” he said. 


“Youth begin to see me in a much different light 
than simply seeing me behind the pulpit on Sunday 
or saying Mass. They see me in more human terms, 
dealing on a level that they're very interested in, and 
they know I’m interested in them, too,” he explains. 

He also feels that such a relationship will lead 
youth to view the priest.as a friend, someone who can 
help them not only in matters of faith but in other 
ways as well. 

WITH REGARDS to the athletic program at USD, 
Father Cahill has as a primary goal the development 
of success “not only in terms of winning and losing, 
but also in terms of having a total program that the 
university can look to with pride.”
